actual date of State assumption of maintensnce was February 17, 1942,

It is further ordered by the Commission that in Duval County
on State Highway 173 from the McMullen County line to 3.0 miles north of
Freer (beginning of bituminous surface), a distance of 9.477 miles,
designated by Minute 13002 dated December 23, 1936, the actual date of
State assumption of mainteneance was March 23, 1942.
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In FLOYD COUNTY, it is the declared intention of the State
Highwsy Commission to designate a FARM TO MARKET HIGHWAY, extending from
a junction with U, S. Highway 70 to Dougherty, a distance of approxi-
mately 3.0 miles, all conditioned upon the understanding outlined below:

(1) State maintenance is proposed only after construction has
been completed. Mileage within these limits is included in the proposed
designation for future construction consideration only to be thought of
as following a location and grade line as might then be esteblished; all
obliterated or off-location improvemente are not conslidered for or as a
part of this designation.

(2) It is mutually agreed by the proper officials of Floyd
County and the State Highway Commission that the purpose of this desig-
nation is to provide a modern traffic facility between the points
mentioned and to provide State maintenance on same. This is evidenced
by the expressed intention of the State Highway Commission to provide
funds as early as possible for the completion of an up-to-date improvement
over the proposed designation in order that such section may then bve
assumed for State maintenance. It is further evident that the intention
is to relieve the County of future  construction and maintenance obliga-
tions on the proposed designation over its entire length as quickly as
possible. Based upon such consideration and benefit to the County
involved, it is mutually agreed that previous expenditures by the County,
whether by cash, bonde, or warrants, are not expeoted to be assumed by
the State and paid in any manner from revenues derived from State
gasodoline tax. This agreement 1s reached due to the understanding of
both perties concerned that the previous facility on which County funds
mey have been expended does not and has not constituted a travel way
accepteble to the traveling public under present conditions, and,
consequently, the new roadway that is to be constructed under State su-
vervision is consldered by both parties as being the highway that 1is
herein designated, regardless of whether the location.of such facility
is separate and apart from the previously traveled road or is super-
imposed upon the previocusly traveled road.

(3) This Minute of the Highway Commission, being only a decla-
ration of intention, shall be presented to the County for consideration
and acceptance in full without modification by appropriate resolution
passaed officially by the Commisaioners' Court of Floyd County. Such

standing of the conditions proposed and & willingness on the part of
the County to grant such conditions in full consideration of the pro-
posed designation and State maintenance. Upon receipt of such resolu-
tion from the County, the State Highway Engineer will pass an appropriate
order confirming the intention and giving operative force thereto.

In GRAY COUNTY, it is ordered that Commission Minutes No.
17317 dated May 21, 1940, and 17796, dated November 22, 1940, be and
are hereby modified, insofar as the approximate $600,000.00 Gray County
funds are coneerned, as follows:

1. That Gray County funds from this $600,000.00 approximate
figure be utilized as necessary to provide payment in full for conastruc-
tion on Highway No. 18 that has bsen completed or 1s now under construc-
tlon as a result of these Commission Orders.
